(a) declaring the election of the returned candidate Shrl D Surl Dora t > 

be void and declarmg the petitioner to have been duly elected to 
the House of the People from Parvatmur Parliamentary Constitu¬ 
ency for the General or Non-reserved Seat; 

(b) for costs; and 

(c) for any further or other rehefs or orders as may seem lit and 

proper to the Election Tribunal.
